THE HERO OF THE HOUR. 

On his desk was awaiting him a beautiful 
houguct of the choicest lilacs, the gift of Amos 
Cumming and Bob Vance. He was received 
with an outburst of applause, in recognition of 
which he waved his right hand to the galleries 
after the style of a Mexican bull-fighter. 

The house was called to order. 

Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, spoke for ten 
minutes, when the floor was accorded to the 
Texan. Yle made a break in the start by ad- 
fressing the chairman as “Mr. President,” 
which created an uproar of laughter, bat it 
jubsided when he apologized by stating he 
hoped the audience would excuse him as this 
was the first time he had addressed ‘“‘this great 

gislative body.’’ He started out by telling the 
audience there was a ‘‘committee called the 
ways and means committee, and this com- 
Mittee, sir, has prepared a tariff bill; a yood 
bill, sir, and one I am in favor of, sir. An- 
other man has written a bill, sir—Mr. Randall, 
sir—but his bill carries little importance, sir, 
because it does not reach the crisis or emer- 
gency, sir.”’ 

This of course created an uproar, but the 
major was more pleased when 

THE HOUSH LAUGHED AND APPLAUDED, 
and continued in a rambling way, roaring out 
his words likealion and causing unbounded 
amusement. While he argued nothing, he 
flavored passing the Mills bill or fighting, say- 
Ing, “The republicans shall not vote against 
this bill.’’ 

He concluded by saying that the democrats 
would carry not only tlic south and gost of 
the north, but all of the west, and 
he wanted “‘Cleveland put on the masthead,’’ 

Such ascene has never been witnessed in 
the house previous to tonight. and it is doubt- 

ful if it will ever again be turned into sucha 
. theater of amusement and hilarity. 

At the conclusion of the speech, congratula- 
tions were showered upon the ‘‘cowboy states- 
man,’ And he was left under the impression 
that his maiden effort was the greatest speech 
of the period. 

CHARGES ANSWERED BY RANDALL. 

Mr. Randall has recently been charged by 
friends of the Mills bill, with trying to obstruct 
the passage of the bill by interposing appro- 
priation bills. Mr. Randall says this is false, 
and today said: 

“] willoppose the Mills bill, but will doso 
by fair means. If, as is ainfortunately too 
probable from the present indications, the 
lariff debate is dragged on the past last day of 
June, lam not responsible. The fiscal year 
ends with the last of June, and if no money 
has meanwhile been appropriated to continue 
the business of the government, I cannot be 
eld to blame. © If congress does not consider 
the bills, the fault does not lie at my door.” 

Mr. Randall is down on the list of speakers 
against the bill, but he has not yet determined 
Whether or not be will participate in the debate, 
owing to his ill health. He has been quite 
tick fora week, but was on the floor a faw 
Minutes today, and if his health permits he 
desires to spexk. However, it is not at all 
vertain, as he is yet suffering very much. 

THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS, 

‘The democratic caucus to be held tomorrow 
hight will, in a measure, determine the fate of 
the Mills tariff bill, so far as its passage is con- 
verned before the Si. Louis convention. The 
dbject of the caucus is to come to an under- 
standing between the friends and opponents of 
the bid. A number of conciliatory amend- 
ments will be offered and possibly adopted.

VOORHEES APOLOGIZES. £23 Ad3 


The Senator From Indiana Withdraws His 
Unparliamentary Language. 

Wasnineton, May 8.—At the  conclu- 

sion of the morning business in the senate, 


} Senator Voorhees arose and, after stating that 


he had been ill for almost a week, said: 

“Neferring to the discussionin which I par- 
ticipated last week,I desire to say to the senate 
that, however severe the provocation which 
was given, yet I made use of language at that 
time contrary to the rules of this Y, parlia- 
mentary rules and usage and decorum of the 
senate. 

“I regret having usedsuch language,and ten- 
der proper apology to the senate of the United 
States for doing so. My high respect for the 
dignity of this body, of which I have so long 
Leen a member, as well asmy self respect, in- 
duce to me make this statement.”’ 

Tie senate then proceeded with routine bus- 
iness. 

Mr. Ingalls was in his seat upon the floor of 
the senate, and Mr. Harris occupied the chair 
during Voorhees’s remarks. When Voorhees 
had concluded, without anycomment on his 
part, Mr. Ingalls resumed his seat as presiding 
officer. 

The senate then resumed the consideration 
of the railroad Jand grant forfeiture bill ques- 
tion, being on an amendment offered yester- 
day by Mr. Palmer to one offered by Mr. 
Spooner on the 30th of April. The question 
was diseussed by Messrs. Berry. Spooner, 
Teller and Palmer. ‘The discussion was inter- 
rupted at 2 o’clock for the purpose of taking 
up unfinished business, the animal in- 
dustry bill, but on suggestion from 
Cullom and Blair, unanimous consent was 
given to proceed with the land forfeiture bill 
until its completion, and sodiscussion went on. 
Finally Palmer’s amendment was rejected. 
Spooner’s amendment, confirming the title of 
persons holding claims to certain described 
lands in the state of Michigan, was agrecd to. 
Palmer offered an amendment that the Dill 
should be construed as excepting, from forfeit- 
ure that portion of the grant conferred by the 
state of Michigan on Marquette and Ontona- 
gon railrgad company, lying west of Lansing. 
Agreed to after considerable discussion. Scv- 
eral other amendments were offered, but none 
of them were adopted, and with one of them 
pending bill went over till tomorrow. Dills 
were passed appropriating$6,000 for an addition 
toa public building at Jackson, Miss., and for 
the erecilon of a building at Vicksburg, Mis- 
sissippi. Adjourned. oo” 


A DENIAL FROM HEWITT 
That He Apolegized to the British Ministry— 
The Tariff Debate. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Mr. Bryce, of New 
York, rising toa question of privilege in the 
house, read. the Jangnage used by Mr. Wood- 
burn, of Nevada, in reference to ex-Congress- 
man Hewitt having apologized to the British 
minister for offering a resolution of ingniry as 
to the case. of -Q’Donnell, epdenuiullinns of 
death in Great Britian. 

Mr. Bryce stated that he had denied the cor- 

rectness of the statement, and in vindication 
of his denial, he had read a telegram from 
from Mayor Hewitt, energetically denying 
that he had ever apologized to the British 
minister, and letterin which he details® cir- 
cumstances of case. Following is the tele- 
ram: 
s ‘‘Have just seen reports in the newspapers. 
Mr. Woodburn’s statements as reported are 
simply untrue. Mr. Brumm’s statement is 
probably due to forgetfulness. He is entirely 
wrong. never made anystatement what- 
ever in the house on the O’ Donnell business, 
aml never made any apology there or else- 
where. There was nothing toexplain or to 
apologize for. The story that I apologized to 
the British minister was a lie, which I contra- 
dicted at once in the newspapers in which it 
appeared. 

‘No change was ever made inthe house, hence 
I never had occasion there to deny it. The 
newspaper charge was utterly false and was 
contradicted by Mr. West, as well as myself. 
You were quite right to interpose a flat con- 
tradiction, and I thank you forit. Will write 
more fully. {Avram 8S. Hewitt.” 

Mr. Hewitt’s letter was also read. Itis in 
the form of-a telegram and begins with the 
statement that ‘‘A lie once started never eeases 
to circulate, and every time it reappears it 
comes with new additiongsg’ The subject was 
then dropped and the house wentinto com- 
mittee of the whote on the tariff bill. 

Mr. Steckdale, of Massachusetts, took the 
jioor in continuation of his speech in favor of 
the bill which was interrupted by adjourn- 
ment last Satarday. He said that the cotton 
planter had received little consideration in 
legis!ation of the past. The cotton industry 
was the favorite of the colored men. In the 
name of justice and humanity, he appealed for 
relief for the colored people. They should no 
longer be held in servitude to the gigantic 
protected industries from which they derived 
no benefit and which they were under no obli- 
gation. 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, opposed the bill. 
He entered his solemn protest against this at- 
tempt to overthrow the great business indus- 
tries of Americe. 

Mr Mansur, of Missouri, made an extensive 
specch in support of the Mills-bill and he con- 
tended that the internal revenue system should 
be maintained for the payment of pensions and 
the reinainder of the war debt. 

Mr. J. D. Taylor, of Ohio, denounced free 
trade as a fragment of the rebellion and as 
being as dangerous to the country In 1888, as 
secession had been in 1861. Free trade 
had ne more right to supplant protection than 
the confederate constitution had to supplant 
the constitution of the United States. The 
democratic party was engaged in an effort to 
unfurl.the British flag and.open the American 
market to the British manufacturers. 

The committee then rose and the house, at 
5:30, took a recess until 8 o’clock, the evening 
session to be for debate on the tariff bill. 

At the evening session of the house, Mr. 
Stone, of Missouri, who stated that he would 
have to leave the city tonight, laid down prop- 
sitions that any article on which tariff duty 
was levied was necessarily increased in 
cost to the extent of duty; that-the high tariff, 
by accumulating surplus, contracted the cir- 
culation; that the American mannfacturer 
had nothing to fear from foreigp competition 
on equal ternis; that the t had nothing 
to do with maintaining a high rate of wages; 
that the protective systera tended to concen- 
trate wealth into a few hands, and that the 
ine national wealth during the last 
thirty years is, in no possible sense, due to pro- 
tection. 

Mr. Chipman, of Michigan, denied that 
the Mills bil wasa free trade bill. He did 
not pledge himself in advance to vote, as he 
had some amendments to propose, but these 
amendments he would offer in perfect food 
faith; because he believed the bill to be an 
honest endeavor to benefit the people. 

Mr. Martin, of Texas, made a speech on the 
tariff. The house then at 9:20 adjourned.

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-EWING’S DISGRACE. 


A Government Official’s Steal- 
ings Exposed. 


INVESTIGATION OF HIS BOOKS. 


General Ewing, Disbursing Clerk of the De- 
partment of Justice, 810,000 Behind 
in His Accounts—Other News. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—It is understood tha 
General James W. Ewing, disbursing clerk of 
the department of justice,has been found short 
in his accounts from $8,000 to $9,000. Ewing 
is bonded in the suin of $10,000, and Repre- 
sentative Nathan Goff, of West Virginia, is 
one of his sureties. He is a union soldier of 
good record. and is one of the best known in 
the country. He was appointed from West 
Virginia, and has held his present office for 
many years. 

Some months ago, the first comptroller of 
tle treasury informed the attorney-general that

in rendering his accounts, and said that it 
might be well-'to expedite them a little. The 
attorney-general called General Ewing’s atten- 
tion to. the matter, and instructed him ‘to be 
more careful in the future, General Ewing 
said he was delayed in the work bya lack oi 
necessary clerical assistance, but promised that 
there should be no further cause for complaint. 
Hie followed up his statement by submitting a 
large numberof vouchers for the attorney- 
general’s signature, which he said he had 
been unable to prepare sconer. These were 
transmitted to the accounting officers in the 
regular course of business, and made things 
all right for the time being. He fell behind 
again with the vouchers, how- 
ever, and the first comptroller 
made another complaint to the attorney- 
general. The latter became annoyed over the 
matter and determined that it should be 
thoroughly investigated. He, therefore, de- 
tailed two trusty employes to the duty and in- 
ee ame > —— — 
structed them to take immediate charge o 
the office funds, etc., and the disbursing clerk 
to report to him the exact coudition of his ac- 
counts as shown by his books. This was 
seyeral days ago and the investigation was 
completed today. 

In the meantime a clerk in the first comp- 
troller’s office was detailed to examine Gen- 
eral Ewing's accounts as shown by the records 
in the oftice of the accounting oflicers. The 
three investigators had a conference teday and 
itis shown, soitis stated, that there is a dis- 
crepancy in the accounts of $8,000 of $9,000. 

Attorney-General Garland and First Comp- 
troller Durham were interviewed on the a 
ject this afternoon, but neither was inclined to 
2 Very communicative. They each admitted 
that General Ewing’s accounts were short, but 
would not state the result officially. Attorney- 
General Garland said he had ordered the in- 
vestigation as soon as necessary after it was 
brought to his attention. The committce had 
about finished their work, he thought, and 
wonld probably report.to him tomorrow. He 
had, of course, a general idea of the state of 
affairs, but was not inclined tosay much about 
it, until entirely satisfied that there was some- 
thing wrong. e would say, however, that 
the interests of the government were fnlly 
protected in this case, for the reason that the 
bond was perfectly good for more than the 
amount in dispute. As for General Ewing. he 
had always found him exemplary in character 
and proficient in the business of his office. ~ 

First CofmptroHer Durham admitted that 
General Ewing’s accounts were not altogether 
straight, but added that even if there was a 
shortage of $10,000, it was well secured by an 
official bond. 

Subsequent inquiry revealed the fact that 
General Ewing con been delinquent in ren- 
dering his accounts as far back as 1882, and 
that over 35,000 of the money said to be unac- 
counted for belongs to accounts for 1582, 1883 
and 1884. 


A COWARDLY MURDER. 


A Marderer Creeps Behind a Hackman and 
Biows His Brains Out. 

OxForp, Ga., May 8.—[Special.]— Last night 
a most cowardly murder was perpetuated upon 
the person of Mareus Osborn, Oxford’s hack 
driver. Just as the accommodation train from 
Atlanta rolled up, and as usual, all went out 
to see the train come in, some unknown mis- 
creant crept up behind the unfortunate negro, 
as he was reclining upon the seat of his hack, 
and resting the pistol upon the panel of the 
hack fired the fatal shot thahurled the soul 
of Marcus into eternity. Death ensued instant- 
ly. Noconjecture as to whom the perpetrator 
is has been formulated. 

The coroner held an inquest over the body 
of the deceased and the jury rendered the cus- 
tomary verdict—‘‘came to his death at the 
hands of a person to the jury unknown.”’ 

A colored man named Baker is suspected, 
but there is no evidence against him.

A SHREWD OLD MAN, 


He Digs a Hole Through a Stone Wall and 
Mukes His Escape. 

LEBANON, Pa., May 8.—William Showers, 
under sentence of death for murder of his two 
grandchildren, escaped from jail here some 
time during last night. His cell was discovered 
empty between five and six o’clock this morn- 
ing. He dug a hole through a solid stone wall 
and lowered himself from the opening with a 
rope made from pieces of blanket. 

howers fs seventy years old, and how he 
escaped detection in town, after his escape 
from prison, is a great mystery, as the jail is 
situated in the very heart of the city. The 
aged prisoner must have heen digging at the 
wall for some time past. He left behind 
him two letters, one addressed to his coun- 
sel and the other bidding defiance to the 
people who have threatened to lynch him. 


Threatened Lynching. 

LovisvILLEe, Ky., May 8.-—-John J..Corncl- 
son, who, on December 30, 1854, horsewhipped 
Judge Richard Reed, at Mount Sterling, from 
the shame for which Judge Reed committed 
suicide, was brought here for safety from mob 
violence. Cornelson was arraigned at the 
time of the assault, but was not convicted un- 
til April 3rd, 1887, when he was sentenced to 
three years in jail, the offense not being a pen- 
itentiary penalty. Constant attempts have 
been made to secure Cornetson’s release, on a 
writ of habeas corpus, anda suit of that na- 
ture is pending here now. Three citizens of 
Mount Sterling made affidavit yesterday 
that Cornelson was in danger of mob violence 
and he was brought here last night. His 
ground for the assault was that Reed decided 
the ease unjustly against him. 


TWO ON THE TRAPEZE. 


A Neat and Successful Job Done at Moya- 
mornsing Prison. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—David W. Vincent 
and Robert G. Hall were hanged in Moya- 
mensing prison this morning, at 10°03, the for- 
mer for murder of a sailor hamed Carlofatti, 
and the latter for the murder of his mistress, 
Mrs. Lillian E. Rivers. Arrangements for the 
double execution, which was the second ever 
occurring in this country, wero perfect in every 
detail and the affair was one of the most suc- 
cessful of its kind in the city’s history. Death 
was found to be caused by shock and suffoca- 
tion.

The Fight Between Burnside and 
Crawford, ° 


Eloquent Tributes and Thrilling Reminis- 
cences—Some Corrections and Addi- 
tional Facts, 


Eprrors Constitution: The Sunny South 
of the 7th instant contained an interesting ar- 
ticle concerning General Ambrose E. Burn- 
side and other members of the Burnside fam- 
ily, written by Samuel M. Duncan, of Nich- 
olasville, Ky, 

The article contains several inaccuracies 
concerning Thomas Edgehill Burnside, (an 
uncle of General Ambrose E.) and his family, 
which I will undertake to correct. They are, 
perhaps, unimportant to the general reader, 
but nevertheless it is perhaps proper that the 
exact facts should be given, especially when 
such facts are attainable. Some of the facts 
which I am about to give, were furnished me 
by General Burnside during my acquaintance 
with him in Washington city in 1872, the re- 
maining facts were obtained from William 
Andrew Burnside, the youngest son of Thomas 
Edgehill Burnside, during an acquaintance 
with him asa citizen of Lumpkin county for 
nearly forty years past. ' 

Thomas E. Burnside was born in South Car- 
olina in 1794. His father was a Carolinian 
and his mother was an English lady, reared in 
Jamaica, but fled that island during the negro 
insurrection, and landed in South Carolina 
with other refugees from that country. He 
was admitted to the bar in Columbia on the 
2d day of December, 1817. I bave now before 
me his license to practice as solicitor in the 
courts of equity in that state, to which are 
attached the names of the following distin- 
guished jurists: Henry William Desaussure, 
Theodore Gaillard, Thomas Waites, William 
D. and Waddy Thompson. 

He shortly thereafter moved to Georgia and 
married Miss Catherine Wood, of Wilkes 
county; andon the 2d of March, 1819, was 
admitted to practice law in Georgia, and lo- 
cated at Appling, Columbia county. In the 
autumn of 1822, he was elected tothe general 
assembly of this state and continued a mem- 
ber of that body until his unfortunate death, 
which occurred on the 5th of January 1828, in 
a duel fought with the Hon. George W. Craw- 
ford. 

The duel was fought in the Creek nation— 
and not in Florida as Mr. Duncan states. The 
place for the hostile. meeting was near Fort

hitherto been ineffectual to resist the blood

By his death 
the state has sustained a loss: the 
county of Columbia is deprived of a faithful 
and zealous representative; the bar of one of 
its most estimable members; a widowed moth- 
er of the prop of her declining age; a doating 
wife of a beloved husband, and three helpless 
children are plunged into a state of unantici- 
pated orphanage. Cruel relentless custom! are 
these thy trophies? are these oe triumphs? 
Almighty God! how much more human blood 
must crimson the field of single combat. Oh! 
how many more of thy creatures must be sac- 
rificed on its ensanguined altar.

This due] caused more excitement in Geor- 


gia than, perhaps, any other that ever occurred 


within the state. The distinguished character 


of the parties engaged in it, coupled with the 


fact that one was a whig and the other a dem- 
ocrat, enlisted the feelin of almost every 
voter in the state. It, doubtless, more than 
any other personal conflict, led the people to 
make a crusade against duelling which inally 
led to constitutional and statutory provisions 
against the custom, and blotted out the code 
duello as @ means of settling personal difti- 
culties. 

A few years after the death of Mr. Burn- 
side, his widow moved to Lumpkin county 
with her three orphan boys. She lived a num- 
ber,of years in Dahlonega® Her life was quiet 
and unostentatious. It is not known that the 
event which deprived her ofa husband was 
ever mentioned outside the little family circle. 
Her remains, as well as those of her two sons, 
Thomas Edgehill and James Wood Burnside, 
are buried side by side in our village cemetery. 
Her youngest son, William Andrew Burn- 
side, at the age of sixty, and unmarried, lives 
among us, greatly respected for his many 
noble traits of character. For many years he 
was the editor and owner of the Dahlonaga 
Signal, and ordinary of the county. Of late 
years he declines all offers of political prefer- 
ment, dividing his time in looking after his 
personal affairs and those of the North Geor- 
gia Agricultural college, of which institution 
he has been an active trustee ever since its in- 
corporation and establishment. 

Of the three sons of Thomas Edgehill Burn- 
side, one of them, Thomas E., (named for the 
father), died in Dahlonega some years before 
the war. James W., and William A., though 
active friends of the confederacy, were not 
captured at the battle of Winchester as Mr. 
Duncan states.

Secretary Fairchild’s argument against a 
small issue of paper fractional currency is based on 
sound administrative objections. How will that 
currency be uttered? There are already $25,C00,000 
of small change in the treasury that have been there 
over four years and that show no tendency to get 
into trade. An issue of the paper, to be general, 
would need to be very iarge. The secretary shows 
that the expense goes nearly to par of face value. 

In 1875, when small silver first made its reappear- 
ance, its convenience was universally acknowl- 
edged. It filled small space in the pockets, it did 
not carry disease, it was clean and cheerful, The 
only demand now for the little paper notes is for 
purposes of trade through the mails, and it is well 
that this line of industry should not be too highly 
encouraged. The postal notes will answer this need.

It seems likea step backward to.at- 
tempt to saturate this vast nation with a paper frac- 
tional currency. The task, too, Secretary Fairchild 
holds, would be immeasurably greater than the 
congressmen can conceive it to be.

cases had occurred before that time. Mr. 
Burnside, early in life espoused the side of 
democracy. The Crawford family were whigs. 
They were wealthy, powerful and influential. 
Controversies often arose between members of 
the two political parties, and was carried on 
with great bitterness by means of newspapers, 
pamphlets and haudbills. I have before me, 
as I write, a package of papers and handbilis 
containing some of the articles which led to 
the combat. 

The Augusta Chronicle and Advertiser was 
the democratic organ of that section, and the 
Augusta Sentinel was the organ of the whigs 
or federalists, as they were sometimes called, 
Mr. Hobby was the ostensible editor of the 
Chronicle; but I have heard it stated that Mr. 
Burnside was the principal political editor and 
writer, though residing in Columbia county. 
Judging from the articles and handbills I have 
read, the controversy was hot, to say the least 
of it. 

Peter Crawford, father of the Hon. Geo. 
W. Crawford, seems to have been promi- 
nent in the ranks of the Whigs. He is severe- 
ly criticised by pamphlets and handbills, as 
well as through the democratic papers in reply 
to equally bitter articles promulgated by Mr. 
Crawford and his friends in like manner. I 
cannot find the articles which precipitated the 
fight. It has been stated to me, however, (per- 
haps by the late Colonel D. W. Lewis, whu 
was for many years just after the death of 
Burnside, the private secretary of Governor 
George R. Gilmer,) that the offensive article 
was written by alady contributor, and that 
the name of the author was demanded of the 
editors of the Sentinel. This was refused— 

surnside assumed the responsibility, and was 

therefore challenged by George W. Crawford 
for and on behalf of his father, Peter Craw- 
ford. 

The duél was fought January 5, 1828, and 
the intelligence of the death reached Mr. 
Burnside’s family on January 20. On the 25th 
of that month animmense gathering of his 
personal and political friends took place at 
Appling. At this meeting Turner Clanton 
presided and Dr, W. A. L. Collins acted as sec- 
retary. The address of Colonel Z. Williams on 
that occasion was eloquent and full of tender 
sympathy for the deceased and his family. I 
copy a single paragraph only from the speech: 

‘‘T could say much, gentlemen, upon this 
melancholy occasion, if my feelings would 
allow utterance to my tongue; but forbear, 
believing as I do, that yon are all well ac- 
quainted with the circumstances that led to 
the unfortunate catastrophe, and I am con- 
vinced that there is not one individual in the 
sound of my voice but knows and appreciates 
his worth, and feelsas I do—that his every 
vein flowed with honor, patriotism, love of 
country, and that he died amartyr to its 
cause. Fellow citizens, did I possess the power 
of Demosthenes or Cicero, I should fail inthe 
attempt to do justice to his memory. There- 
fore, the greatest eulogy that I can bestow, is 
to mourn his loss with you, in a silent sympa- 
thetic tear.”’ 

The bar of the middle circuit held a meet- 
ing. John Burch was chairman, and George 
S. Walker acted as secretary. The resolutions, 
which were presented by Thomas Glasscock 
breathe a spirit of exalted respect for the mem- 
ory of the dead, and sympathy and condolence 
for the widow and children. 

A movement was then and there set on foot 
by his friends to erect & monument over Iiis 
grave. Nothing of the kind was ordered by 
the legislature, as Mr. Duncan remarks. 
Whether anything was finally done towards 
this object the writer of this is not advised. 

The following letter, written the might be- 
fore the fatal duel, was perhaps the last he 
ever wrote. I quote from the original, which 
isfin a plain, legible and firm hand; 

“FORT MITCHELL, 4th Jannary, 1828.—Dear Wife 
and Mother: Tcmofrow I fight. 1 do it on princi- 
ple. Whatever may be iny fate I believe I am right. 
On this ground I have acted and willact. I believe 
I shall succeed, but if 1 donot, I am prepared for 
the consequences. 

“Kiss the children, and tell them that if I fall my 
last thought will be about them. Yours most affee- 
tionately, THOos, EF. BURNSIDE.” 

The Milledgeville Statesman and Patriot of 
February 4th, 1828, paid the following glo- 
rious tribute to the memory of the dead man: 

Possessing an amiable disposition and ta)- 
ents far above the common order, he soon ac- 
quired the confidence, respect and esteem of 
his fellow citizens. * * * Firm and 
unwavering in his political course, he enjoyed 
the warm attachment of his friends, and com- 
manded the respect of his adversaries. Faith- 
ful to his constituents, and able and zealous in 
the maintenance of their rights, he wag 4)- 
ways found advancing their true 
interests. As a friend, he was ardent 
and sincere; as a neighbor, brother 
son, husband and father, the tears that embalia 
his memory atlest the excellence of his charac- 
ter and proclaim the greatness of his loss. * * 
* * Butalas! he has untimely fallen, not by 
disease, but by the pistol—another victim to 
the tyranny of a remorseless custom. In yield- 
ing to its despotic mandate, he courted not the 
character or distinction of a duelist ; nor soucht 
ho the bloody arena to reap its trophies. No, 
He was hidden to the field ! The customs of

The Pope’s Temporal Power. 

Pope Leo XIII has put a severe test to 
the extent of his temporal] power in the de- 
tree lately issued on the state of affairs in 
{reland, which decree clearly espouses the 
tause of the tory government ‘of- England 
against the fight which Ireland is making 
for home rule. The pope declares against 
the ‘“‘plan of campaign’? and the boycott, 
the weapons which the Irish have been 
using to bring about acffuiescence to their 
demands. 

This papal interference comes at a bad 
lime for those who are making the fight for 
Irish liberty, and whose success has been 
such astoalmost assuredly have brought 
about concessions from the government in 
the near future. It is no wonder therefore 
that the decree was received with conster- 
nation by #he people of Ireland, where the 
Catholic church is strongest. There can 
be no doubt but that the pope’s action will 
go very far towards interfering with the 
things against which the decree is directed. 
This in itself will be a very serious blow to 
the prospect for homerule, but not near so 
much as the belief, induced by the pope’s 
stand, that he himself is against home rule. 

The pope’s action puts the Irish people in 
a very embarrassing position, for they must 
yield their progressive fight for home rule, 
or in not doing so, must disregard the pope’s 
rescript. The latter course is openly urged 
by many of the Catholic clergy in Ireland. 
Cardinal Moran, of Dublin, one of the 
most conspicuous leaders in the church, for 
the cause of home rule, advises Irishmen to 
flisregard the rescript, if it condemns the 
hational cause, and to keep up the agitation 
in spite of ‘‘all’’ opposition. Mr. Parnell, 
being a Protestant, advises likewise, and 
both Catholic and Protestant leaders unite 
in the plea for a continuance of the “plan 
of campaign’’ as adopted by the Irish na- 
tional league, and for the boycott as the best 
means to gain the end for which Ireland is 
fighting. 

It would be interesting to know the 
reasons which induced the pope to take this 
step. It is believed that English diplomacy 
isatthe bottom of it; and it has been an- 
nounced that the tories have been using the 
pope as a tool. Certain it is, the interfer- 
ence is an untimely and an odd one, and it 
is not strange that it has again brought up 
the question of the temporal power of the 
pope. 

The New York Freeman’s Journal and 
Catholic Register, probably the leading 
Catholic journal of this country, in its last 
edition, expresses regret that the pope’s de- 
tree should reach the public before it is 
read by those to whom it is addressed; and, 
tontinuing, says: 

Many-of us would rather have suffered a most 
grievous physical wouund—almost death itself—than 
have had the holy father’s rumored pronouncement 
Come justat this time. We do not fear that the 
cause of Irelaud will suffer, but that warm hearts, 
overflowing with love for the sovereign pontiff, 
may be frozen acainst him.

We will say to the Mail and Express, in 
all candor, that this is why Tar CoNSTITU- 
TION has opposed every attempt to revise 
the tariff for political effect. Our position 
in this‘matter has been dictated solely by a 
desire to see the extraordinary resources of 
the south built up to their utmost limit. 
Everything that we have written in favor of 
protection to American industries has been 
intended as an argument in favor of the in- 
dustrial development of the south, a devel- 
opment which, if carried out, would ma- 
terially benefit every man, woman and 
child in this section. 

We have never regarded the question of 
southern development asa political ques- 
tion, and, as* the complete development of 
southern industries depends on protection, 
we have never discussed that question from 
a political point of view. It is purelya 
question of business policy, -and its injec- 
tion into the party politics of the country is 
merely a trick of the hack politicians who 
are trying to make capital out of it. 

But the success of the democratic party 
is a political question and a very serious 
one, so far asthe south is concerned.. We 
can afford to see a halt called in the expan- 
sion and development of our industries, 
but we cannot afford to see the south even 
threatened with the results that wouldfollow 
republican success in the next election.

A Large Attendance—Some Good Speeches — 
And a Rash of Kesolations in Favor 
of State Prohibition. 


The state temperance convention met in the 
house of representatives yesterday morning at 
ten o'clock. . 

There were 138 delegates representing 43 
counties. There were a number of delegates 
present from the Women’s Christian Temper- 


ance union. 
The galleries were filled. with white and col- 


ored people. Revs. Sam Small and Sam Jones 
were honored with seats on the fioor. 
President C. R. Pringle called the conven- 


tion to order. 
Doctor Hawthorne offered a prayer. 
Hon. John T. Pendlewn delivered the ad- 


dress of welcome, 
Some of the salient features are given: 
“The law should be amended so that the 
people could not vote for or against the sale, 
but for or against the barrooms. There are 
many anti-prohibitionists who are opposed to 


barrooms.’’ 

“If we can’t get what we want we should 
take the next best thing.”’ 

““We ought to be very slow to desert the lo- 
cal option law.” 

‘‘Ifa man has been addicted to the use of 
“whisky to excess in the past it might be possi- 
ble that he will not be a safe leader in the 
future. My judgment is that if there is any 
subject to which the cool, calm, deliberate 
judgment of sensible men ought to brought it 
ear adjustment of prohibition. 

“You hurrah a man into prohibition today, 
and he will get drunk and disgrace you before 
Saturday night; but you address reason and 
morality to that man, and set him right once, 
and he will beallright.” — 

“Let’s have judgment and common sense in 
this matter.”’ 

““We welcome, with all our heart, men who 
have been off in the past, but I respectfully 
suggest tliat it will be the best for them to be 
a little modest when we come to make up the 
policy for the future.”’ 

‘‘I believe that prohibition is moral, and not 

litical.”’ 

“Therefore I believe the men who forward 
that ovement ought to be those who have the 
good of the cause at heart, and not 
those who want-to ride into office. I have 
made up my mind to vote against any man 
who is trying to ride into office on prohibi- 
tion.”’ 

Rev. H. K. Waiker responded in behalf of 
the convention. 

‘‘Atilanta is the city of churches—a city of 

ood, brave men, brave ministers and good 
people. We know we are welcome, as far as 
you are concerned, but it is for us to consider 
whether we are well—come. Well come for 
the city of Atlanta and for the cause of truth 
and righteousness. 

“Woe must be true to our consciences. It is 
a false maxim that the voice of the people is 
the voice of God.”’ 

“The temperance host of Georgia must be 
like Stone mountain, unyielding, uncompro- 
mising. It is good tobe wise as serpents and 
harm/ess as doves, but not to violate our con- 
BCcICNK es,’’ 

Mr. George Thomas,of Athens, spoke the re- 
Bponse in \ychalf of the Good Templars of Geor- 

ja: ‘‘I don’t want the legislature to pass a 
aw that the people will not enforce—thought 
Judge Pendleton’s idea about a law to submit 
the question of barrooms or no barrooms to 
the people a good one.”’ 

“Prohibition was more perfect in Clarke 
county than anywhere else on earth.’’ 

Let us stand firm and protect mother, wife, 
sister, daughter, and the time is not far hence 
when Georgia will be free from the curse of 
whit®ky.’ 

‘We are proud of Atlanta—the equal of any 
tity in the country, the Mecca of the south and 
of these United States.” 

President Pringle had hoped that Mrs, W. 
©. Sibley, af Augusta, wonld deliver the re- 
sponse of the Women’s Christian Temperance 
union. In her absence he was pleased to pre- 
Bent Miss Stokes, who responded for the W. C. 

. U. Miss Stokes spoke well. She referred 
to the fact that the bill of 1585 was introduced 
by request of the W. C. T. U., and reviewed 
the part which the union had played in épflu- 
encing temperance legislation in Georgia. 

President Pringle then addressed the con- 
vention. He reviewed prohibition legislation. 
Spoke of the importance of the harmonious 
working of the various temperance organiza- 
tions in the state. It would take the combined 
work of these agencies and the passage of a 
law to remove temptation from men who de- 
gired to reform but were too weak to do so. : 

Hie made a long argument in favor of astate 
prohibition law, at various stages of which the 
apjlause was generous. He thought that if 
the legislature should pass a law, it would be 
ratitied, for said he, ‘‘the state is overwhelm- 
ingly for prohibition as three-fourths of the 
counties favor it.” He made the point that 
the jug trade of wet counties bordering on dry 
counties was a great injustice to the good peo- 
ple who had carried those counties dry. 

He spoke about an hour. The convention 
ordered the speech printed for distribution. 

On motion of Mr. Walter B. Hill a com- 
mittee of nine, on business, was appointed to 
report at the noon session.

Colonel E. T. Benson, of Clarke county, 
said: ‘Clarke county is all right on the pro- 
hibition question. She is dry yet, and dry she 
willstay. The antis tried twhes to get liquor 
back, but they have failed. They can’t get 
the respectablepeople over there to vote with 
them, and the respectable people propose, too 
control the affairs of my county.” 

Mr. Alvin Freeman, of Coweta county, 
made a few remarks. ‘Six years ago we had 
council in Newnan, 

the city dry. 
ibition predicted tha 
the town would dry up with the dry rot. 
That’s the same old song. A year latera spec- 
jal enactment of the legislature drove liquor 
from the county of Coweta. Did we dry out? 
Not a bit of it. Since then $50,000 worth of 
brick buildings have been put up. . Another 
bank was opened In Newnan—a cotton factory 
and guano works followed. We spent $20,000 
in building and repairiag churches. The coun- 
ty has not blown away as our friends, the 
antis, said it would and it will not blow away. 
The ple are happy and prosperous—and 
the saloons will never voted back, because 
we have prohibition by special law.”’ 

Mr. D. T. Doughty, of Dodge, remarked, 
“The antis have tackled us twice and we have 
wiped them up both times. We will wipe 
them up again if we get a vote at a state pro- 
hibition law, but I want to tell you one thing. 
Nothing can be done without organization.”’ 

Mr. D, T. Cheney, of Floyd, said: ‘‘Some- 
thing over two years ago the antis carried our 
county by about 700 votes, but they did it by 
disreputable means. We got a first class reg- 
istration lawand at the last election we de- 
feated the liquor men by a majority of 600 
votes. It has been in force three weeks 
and in that time only three drunken men have 
been arrested in Rome. The banks and mer- 
chants say that business has greatiy improved 
under prohibition. The people are saving 
more money than ever before, and $400,000 is 
being expended in erecting new buildings. Pro- 
hibition is a blessing to Rome, _ not- 
withstanding the fact that thirteen bar- 
rooms have been. started at  Pilain- 
ville beyond the limits of Floyd county,for the 
pe a of flooding our county with liquor. 

al option is rotten and it will take a state 
law to give us a firm footing in the state. 
Three fourths of the state has local option—but 
the otherfourth breaks the influence of local 
option by the concentration of the liquor in- 
teresis.”’ 

Judge William R. Hammond, of Falton, 
made a little talk. ‘I regret that I did not 
have the privilege of being here this morning. 
I am familiar with the working of prohibition 
in Fulton county. A little over two years 
ago Fulton county carried local option. aim 
sorry to say that we were defeated at the 
last clection. But prohibition made a 
grand _ record in Fulton while it 
lasted.” No fair, unbiased man _ can 
say that it did not do great good. One strong 
proof of this is the contrast between the condi- 
tion of things here just after the local option 
law went into effect,and the condition of 
things just after the barrooms were voted back. 
Just think fora moment of the difference. 
The facts are all on record in the public 
prints. I went to Clayton county 
six months after it had been 
made dry by special enactment. I went as 
judge of this circuit. ‘The sheriff met me at 
the depot and said, ‘there is not a criminal 
case on the docket, and there are no prisoners 
in the jail.’ That was a change indeed. And 
yet Jonesboro is within twenty miles of At- 
lanta,and at that time 150 barrooms were in fall 
blast in this city. If this much good has been 
done by local option, how much more good 
could be accomplished with a general state 
law, with no barrooms at all in Georgia?”’ 

Just here Hon. W.J. Northen announced 
that the committee on business were ready 
with their report. 

Secretary John Waterman, of the commit- 
tee, read resolutions, the passage of which the 
committee had recommended. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1. Resolved, that we as representative temperance 
men proclaim as our ultimatum the extermination 
of the saloons and thé*otal prohibition of the liquor

traffic, and of the manu acture or importation of 


liguor in any or all shapes to be used as @ beverage. 

2. Resolved, that in the opinion of this conven- 
tion, it is unwise at this time for the prohibitionists 
in this state to do more than to make a united elfort 
to secure state prohibition, and that we cordially 
and earnestly invite every advocate ofthe princi- 
ples of prohibition to lay aside ali differences and 
opinions on other questions, so that we may present 
a solid front aud accomplish this object. 

Mr. Carmichael, of Coweta, opposed the 
resolutions. ‘‘We had local option now in 
Yearly every county in the state. Better not 
letit go. A state law might result in sending 
local option and everything elsc “to the bot- 
tom.”’ Better cling to the local eption oak 
than to risk all in waking up the state Jaw pro- 
hibition lion. Adam and Eve had local op- 
tion in the Gardenof Eden. They could go 
out or stay in. For heaven’s sake, don’t let 
us tinker with a state law, or risk sinking all 
to the verybottom. As for local option I have 
walked it out, talked it out, lived it ont and I 
propose to die it out. I’ve got little enough 
sense sober, but, thank God, I’ve got sense 
enough to sce that local option is the best we 
can do.” 

Dr. Hawthorne said: ‘Wehad hoped that 
the resolutions would be harmoniously con- 
sidered. They are notintended to hurt any 
body—not even the third party. I would be the 
last man in Georgia to say anything unkind 
about Sam Small, my distinguished and 
devoted friend. He deserves the heartfelt 
sympathy and support of every true man, for 
the noble‘ strugzle which he has made in 
bringing hinnself ont of the depths. Sam Small 
deserves to be crowned, and crowned with the 
diadem of Christ who redeemed him. 

“We do not propose to con mit ourselves to 
the third party moyement. We simply pro- 
pose to letit alone. We would lose much by 
organizing into a separate party. It is best to 
keep this great moral issue before the people 
in order that men of all parties may see the 
eviland come to oursupport. Two thirds of 
the voting population of Georgia 
favor prohibition and I thank 
God that every virtuous woman on Georgia 
soil is a prohibitionist! [Dr. Hawthorne arose 
toaquestion of privilege later in the session 
and modified the above remark by saying: 
“T ineant this—Ali virtue-loving women are 
opposed to the whisky curse.’’] 

Mr. W. J. Northen, speaking to the resolu- 
tions, said: **Local option has served Georgia 
grandly, and I think that we had better let 
local option alone.”’ 

Mr. Godfrey, of Stewart, asked: ‘Is it the 
intention to ask the legislature for a state pro- 
hibition law? Ifso I cannot vote.’’ 

Dr. Hawthorne: ‘The resolutions commit 
us to the principle that the legislature has the 
right to enact a state Jaw.’’ 

{r. Walker, of Walton: “I regret to be 
coinpelled to oppose the resolution. Local 
option, I think, is the best thing for the pro- 
hibitionists. If they attempt to pass 
a state law they will commit 
the biggest blunder ever committed by sensible 
men.”’ 

Judge Hammond said: *“tThere seems to be 
a misapprehension in the minds of the oppo- 
nents of the resolutions. Their object is un- 
questionably a state prohibition law by legisla- 
tion. I am the author of the resolutions, and 
to make their object perfectly parent I move 
to amend by inserting after the last line in the 
last resolution the words ‘by a state prohibi- 
tory law.’ it will then ie 

Al present a solid front for the accomplishment 
of this ubject bya state prohibitory law. 

That makes it plain that the resolutions 
all for a state law. 

After some further discussion Mr. Ham- 
mond’s amendment was adopted, and on a call 
for the previous question the resolutions wero 
adopted, thengh a number of the delegates 
vyoted against them. 

Secretary Waterman then read the following 
resolutions, which were adopted: 

Resolved. That a committee ofthree be appointed 
to draft such legislation as may be necessary to 
Cafry out the local option laws and report the same 
to the executive committee of the state temperance 
association previous to the meeting of the next leg- 
islature. 

Resolved, That a registration law be drafted as 
suggested by Judge J. f. Pendleton. 

Resolved, That this convention reqnest the legis- 
lature to enacta law compelling the introducing 
and teaching of the effects of alcohol on the human 
body in all our public schools. 

Resolved, That our representatives in congress be 
requested to snpport the bill which provides for the 
appointment of a commission of inguiry upon the 
alcoholic liquor traffic. 

A resolution by Mr. E. W. Dodge, of Rich- 
mond, tendering the sincere thanks of the con- 
vention to tho Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance union for valuable aid to the cause of 
prohibition, was adopted by a rising vote.

Itis a 
blessing to our people.”’ 

Mr. John T. Waterman, of Upson: ‘‘We 
have restriction in Upson—sell it by the quart 
—but the local option sentiment is growing 
and we are satisfied that the time is coming 
when we will ran it out entirely.” 

Mr. B. N. Callaway, of Wilkes: ‘‘We hope 
to have prohibition soon. Themost respecta- 
b'e people in our county are for it, andif we 
can't get it by our votes we are going to ask 
the legislature to give it to us in spite of us, by 
a special enactment.”’ 

A resolution by Mr. George Thomas, of 
Athens, thanking the people of Atlanta for 
their generous hospitality to the delegates, 
was carried. 

President Pringle returned thanks for his 
re-election.

What Judge Hammond Says. 

Referring to the resolution on the subject of 
the state law, Judge Hammond said: 

“I think the convention has gcted wisely. If 
the people of Georgia favor prohibition, there 
ought to be a state prohibitory law. If they 
do not favor it, no such law can be passed. 
We shall make a fight for it, and if we succeed 
it will be because the peopke are with us. If 
we do not succeed, we will be no worse off 
than we are now, as we will still have local op- 
tion to fall back on.’’ 

“Does the resolution contemplate a state 
election.”’ 

“It does not. Ishould be opposed to that. 
The resolution contemplates the passage of a 
state prohibitory law by the house and senate 
of the Georgia legislature, made law by the 
governor’s signature. This policy will of course 
bring it before the people, for the fight will be 
made on candidates for the legislature.” 

“Will the fight be made in every county ?” 

*T cannot say; but the convention was very 
generally in favor of a state prohibition law. 1 
presume candidates pledged to that policy, 
and candidates pledged against that policy 
will be run in almost every county in the 
state. The matter will be thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and the popular vote on the subject 
may be understood to represent public feeling.”’ 

‘‘Was the Fulton delegation in favor of this 

resolution. ?”’ 
» “Yes, the Fulton delegation had a consulta- 
tian last night. We knew that numberless 
resolutions would be proposed on the subject 
of a state law,and after considerable discussion 
we decided tosupport the resolution which was 
drawn in our delegation, and adopted by the 
convention, and which is the declaration of the 
convention as printed above.”’ 

“The fight then for a state prohibitory law is

‘‘Yes, Proper committees will be appointed, 
and the prohibitionists will make a quiet but 
determined effort to carry the state by elect- 
ing a majority of the house and senate, and 
thus secure the passage of a law which will 
prohibit the sale of liquor within the limits of 
the state of Georgia.”’

THE CHICAGO MAKKET. 


Fentures of tho Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 8&~[Special.] — The local spec- 
ulative markets opened quite dull this morning with 
slightly lower prices prevailing for wheat, corn and 
provisions, The weakness atthe opening was fol- 
lowed by a slight rally which, however, did not last 
long, and before noon quite a brisk dec’,> was 
staried in wheat and corn. The wheat Maiact was 
a fickle one. Outside influences have been about 
evenly divided. A prominent speculator pounded 
the market, but scaitering buying, a big falling off 
in receipts, and the fact that the government report 
is coming out Thursday, made a great many people 
hold on to their wheat and prevented any serious 
break in prices. July opened at 84\c, sold up to 
$ii<c, broke to 34e, sold up again to &44c, back to 
84¥z.cand closed at &4*e. 

There was a decline of ie in the price of May 
corn today. The shorts seem to be pretty well cov- 
ered, and some holders of long corn were realizing 
as best they could. There was also a decline, but 
less extensive in the more deferred futures, which 
was partly because of the weakness in May and 
partly because of the very heavy short selling by 
several local bears. All this wasin the face of com- 
paratiyely light receipts, which failed to strengthen 
the market. May Opened at 571,¢, sold up to 57%<c 
and closed at 56',¢. Juneand July opened at 555<ce, 
sold up to 5034c, declined to 55¢c and closed at 00% 

All the activity in the speculative oat market was 
concentrated in early trading when it was strong, 
especially for May delivery, shorts bidding that 
mouth up about 4c. Later, when corn declined, 
there was an easier feeling in cats, and the market 
became dull. May sold up to 34%4c and closed at 
3s4c. July sold up to 33¢ and closed at 32%<c. 

Provisions were moderately active and values 
steady. Short ribs received the most attention. 
Foreigners are not taking hold so ffcely, as last 
week’s shipments are large, but it is mainly lard 
proviously contracted for. Receipts are fair and in- 
dications are that they will continue for some time, 
as high price has attracted shipments from outside 
points to this market. Shorts have covered freely, 
and impressions prevail that the whole trade is well 
evenedup. July pork sold at $14.20@11.27'4 and 
closed at $14.3744.
